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Collision 
claims lives of 
Round Lake 
Beach woman, 
45, son, 14 £

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Fourteen-year-old 
De-Jon Bums life ended just 
two days away from his grad- 
uation from McGee Middle 
School. On May 31, at 1:27 
p.m.. he and his mother, 
Tambra lindsey, 45, both of 
Round Lake Beach, crashed 
into a pick-up truck on Route 
45, near Falling Waters 
Boulevard, north of Grand 
Avenue, in Lindenhurst. 

lindsey was airlifted to 
Advocate Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge, where 
she died at 12:26 a.m. on 
June 1. 

Her son was taken from 
the; accident scene! to; St. 
Therese Medical Center in 
Waukegan, where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. - 

Robert L Bode, 44, of 
Antioch, exited the truck on 
his own, and was taken to St. 
Therese, where he was treated 
for superficial injuries and 
released.

According to lindenhurst 
Police, Lindsey, driving a 2004 
Chevrolet Cavalier, was head- 
ing southbound, when her 
tires struck the gravel shoul- 
der. She either rebounded or 
swerved to the left, colliding 
with Bode, who was heading 
northbound in his truck. The 
truck struck the passenger side 
of the Cavalier. 

After the impact, both 
vehicles spun off the road. 
The truck was flipped over 



onto its roof. 

Alrbags were deployed, 
but Lindsey and her son were 
both thrown from their car. 
Police are investigating 
whether seatbelts were used, 
Or whether they were defec- 
tive/damaged or disabled. 

Traffic was diverted from 
Route 45 between Sand Lake 
Road and a point a mile north 
of Grand Avenue for the next 
three hours. Emergency 
response units came from

Despite questions brought forth 
by Trustee Mary Turner about esti- 
mated revenues in the area of 
expense recovery, village 
Administrator Alan Probst said he 
feels the nearly $17 million budget 
approved by the board of directors of 
the Village of Andoch is balanced 
within 1 percent. 

After the meeting, he said that 
even if he had been too optimistic in 
projecting revenues, as may be pos- 
sible in the area of expense recovery, 
that he was very conservative in 
other areas and had not included 
many unbilled fees from the engi- 
neering department. 

"Because documentation was 
not built into the system, we didn't 
have trends for three years and had 
to annualize. I am very confident of 
the numbers, however," Probst said.- 

The budget was approved with 
four voting in favor, including Mayor 
Taso Maravelas, with Turner and 
Trustee Scott Pierce voting against 
and Trustee Dorothy Larson absent. 
Maravelas said he couldn't under- 
stand the vote. "This is the best 
budget we've ever had," he said. 

Turner said she had questions 
after the May 24 special meeting that 
was held to discuss the budget about 
revenues listed under "expense 
recoveries" in the amount of 
$184,000. At that meeting, no one 
was able to tell her exactly from 
where the money came. 

At the time Probst had said, 
"Some of that is money for vehicle 
atickers and things of that sort. We 
weren't able to break if down." 

At the May 26 meeting to 
approve the budget, Turner was 
chastised when she brought the 
money up again along with informa- 
tion that the bulk of the expense 
recoveries revenues, $160,000, came 
from a one-time payment made by 
Neumann Homes to cover the legal 
expenses associated only with zon- 
ing details of the Special Service Area 



and for snow plowing equipment. 
Turner said she had made some 
phone calls after the prior meeting 
to find the answer. 

Trustee Bob Caulfieid said, "This 
is another exercise of politics at the 
board level. These activities arc 
diminishing the work of the admin- 
istrator and staff. It's an insult and a 
cheap shot. You had full knowledge 
prior, and could have brought these 
questions up before." 

Turner countered, "I have the 
right as an elected official to address 
these concerns. I'm going to do in 
my heart what 1 think is right" She 
added that she had complimented 
both the efforts and the document 
itself, but still had concerns. 

Similar tongue-lashings came 
later when the board approved a 
final $60,000 expenditure to contin- 
ue with . the accounting firm 
Manning Silverman, to finish recon- 
ciling the books for this past fiscal 
year. Though the measure was 
approved with four yes votes after 
Pierce excused himself, both Turner 
and Trustee Barbara Porch 
expressed frustration with the 
amount of money that had been 
spent and said they hoped all 
$60,000 wouldn't have to be spent 

Maravelas said, "People need to 
know where the money is going; 
we've got to do it right We're not ask- 
ing the board to do anything out of 
the ordinary." 

Turner said she believes every 
trustee wants financial stability for, 
the village, but have different ideas 
about how best to accomplish it 

"I don't want to be Criticized for 

voicing my opinion. As long as Lam 

up here, I will do that," she said. 

Maravelas asked if Turner would 
vote in favor of auditing, previous 
years. Turner said she would not 
vote to spend village money to do 
that as long as there were roads and 
sewers in need of repair and homes 
flooding. 

"I think we need to move for- 
ward and not tear up the past," she 
said

Depending on how one defines 
extreme, extreme makeovers can be 
had here in Antioch. Falling Just 
short of offering surgery, Stylin' 
Zone has, at the very least, broadly 
expanded on the notion of provid-

While some areas look clinical 
enough for surgery, it's the statc-of- 
Uie-art equipment more than the 
specific service offered. The 
salon/day spa has a pedicure chair 
designed in such a way that 100 per- 
cent of the water is drained with 
every use. 

Owner Gloria Rogers, whose

Esthetlcian (skin specialist) 
Robin Hinshclwood explained the 
most clinical looking of die salon's 
equipment used for facials. In addi- 
tion to allowing for an aromathera- 
py steam, a current of high frequen- 
cy energy kills bacteria under the 
surface of the skin that can cause 
acne. 

"Facials can pull everything to 
the surface," she said. "Often after a 
facial, someone will have a break- 
out, but this kills the bacteria and 
prevents that from happening." 

Other advancements offered at 
the salon include fiberglass nails. 
Nail specialist Headier Gregory said 
these are the most natural of the

fake nail options as tips are essen- 
tially added to the end of the nail 
instead of covering the complete 
nail. 

"These are greater for shorter, 
sportier styles," she said. "They don't 
add quite as much length, but they 
are very natural looking and easy to 
wear." 

For those desiring more length, 
the spa does offer gels and tradition- 
al acrylics. 

Kelly Clark, one of the hair styl- 
ists attending to the salon's 19 hair 
stations (Including one especially 
for children complete with a televi- 
sion/VCR), said she's excited that 
hair extensions will be added to the 
list of services offered shortly. 

"Hair extensions arc really great 
for people who have shorter hair, 
though it must be at least 3 inches 
long," she said. "The extensions last 



far two to three months, and Uiey 
can be styled and a lot of options 
over short hair." 

In addition to adding style, Clark 
said hair extensions add thickness 
for those with thinning hair who 
want a fuller look. 

"Tills can really help a lot of peo- 
ple, but sometimes the hair is too 
thin on the very top and Uicn there's 
not a lot we can do," she said. 

Besides (he aforementioned* 
specialty services, Stylin' Zone offers 
a full complement of hair services, 
massage, spa packages, waxing 
(Brazilian included), manicures, 
pedicures and make makeup as well 
as selling the products to maintain 
them.

House approves emergency funding for Gavin

While most were taking a long 
weekend to honor veterans, on May 
31, the Illinois House of 
Representatives voted 102-13 to sup- 
port a Senate amendment to provide 
funding assistance to Gavin School 
District 37 for the cost of placing stu- 
dents in classrooms outside the dis- 
trict after the school was condemned 
this past February. 

Rep. JoAnn Osmond took the 
lead to ensure House pill 753 that was 
earlier approved by the Senate 39-18 
moves forward to the office of 
Governor Rod Blagojevich for final 
consideration. "This is the safeguard 
needed in case all negotiations fall 
apart," she said. "This was obviously a 
bipartisan effort. We have to make 
sure students in that district can be 
educated." 

House Bill 753 allows a limited 



exempdon from tax caps to generate 
revenue for 'repayment of student 
relocation expenses as well as bond 
payments for die school building's 
repair or replacement x 

Osmond said that if the governor 
signs the bill, and if there is not a sct- 
tlemcnt for the repair or reconstruc- 
tion of the school prior to the time it 
will take to get this measure fully in 
place, taxpayers will initially sec the 
costs on their real estate tax bills. 
Then, at the time insurance claims 
arc paid or there is a settlement, tax- 
payers and the state are repaid first. 

Upon approval by Blagojevich, 
District 37 would be able to issue 
bonds to cover die repair, reconstruc- 
don or replacement of die building 
without having to go to referendum. 

Currently, the district is seeking a 
judgment against all parties involved 
in the construction of the con- 
demned building. Gavin Central 
School was shut down and its 63 1 stu- 



dents transferred to neighboring 
schools after it was discovered that 52 
of the 102 roof support trusses were 
cracked. 

The estimated cost of transfer- 
ring the students is $242,000. 

Osmond said it has yet to be 
determined whether the school can 
be repaired. If it can, repairs to the 
building's structure could cost 
between $1-2 million, Replacing the 
building is estimated to cost $1 1 mil- 
lion. 

The school, located at 36414 N. 
Ridge Ave., Inglesidc, cost $6.5 mil- 
lion to build. It opened in May 1996. 

Osmond said, "Securing this 
emergency funding from die state is 
critical to ensuring that the students 
of Gavin Central School arc not left 
out in the cold, and arc able to con- 
tinue their education in alternative 
classrooms while discussions arc 
held on whether die condemned 
building can be repaired."

Local bank offers flood relief

In an effort to help area residents who sus- 
tained flood damage as a result of the heavy 
storms of the past few weeks, First National 
Bank-Employee Owned is offering short-term 
loans at low interest rates. 

"We will supply flood relief loans to help 

. members of our community cope with losses 

that they have experienced," said Marvin 

Oldcnburger, senior vice president of lending. 

The loans arc Intended to provide money 
for repairs that arc needed before insurance 
settlements arc available. They will be written 
at a rate 1 percent below national prime for up 
to six months, with principal and interest due 
at the loan's maturity. 

Oldcnburger said die loans arc for anyone 

who has water damage and needs money for 

: repair. "Our idea is to help people and we're 

anxious to do that," he said. "We're not trying 

to string people out." 

Loan processing and the receipt of the 
funds should take one to 10 days after the

For those needing longer-term financing, 
home improvement loans will be available for 
1 percent below the rate being charged for 
non-flood related loans. The rates vary 
depending on the maturity date of the loan.

Oldcnburger emphasized that the bank is 
offering loans and not grants. 

"We don't have a difficult approval 
process," Oldcnburger said. "In many cases, 
we can probably take information over the 
phone and get a signature at the time of the 
closing." 

Oldcnburger said applications could be 
picked up in person, mailed or sent via fax. He 
said all loan officers arc familiar, vyith the pro- 
gram and the process and will be able to help.

NLU studies Barat 

University considers county for a new campus site

National-Louis University has not ruled 
out Lake County as a possible site to relocate 
its Evariston/WHmette campus in 2006. 

NLU, a 4-year school that specializes in 
teaching and education, is pondering a 
move to Barat College in Lake Forest. Barat 
will close its doors next year in a downsizing 
move of its parent school, DePaul University. 
NLU's board has already put the 6.5-acre 
campus up for sale, one it has occupied for 
75 years. 

"We're moving because we want to serve 
the North Shore area," said NLU spokesman 
Chris Anderson. "We thought of Barat, but it 
may be too far away. But I hesitate to totally 
rule it out." 

Anderson said the chances of a move to 
Lake County were 10 percent, but said the 
school is considering opening a county cam- 
pus. 

NLU will likely build a campus in 
Evans ton, on a yet-to-be-built site. The 
school has a total enrollment of about 15,000 



students at 13 campuses, including schools 
in Chicago and suburban Elgin, Evanston, 
Wheaton and Wheeling. 

Anderson wouldn't say whether the 
school would join forces widi the University 
Center of Lake County, a partnership of 
Illinois public and private colleges and uni- 
versities offering coursework dnd degrees 
here, by 2005, but did say, "We want to do 
something in Lake County in the next few 
years," Anderson said. "The University 
Center has been discussed." 

Participating University Center schools 
when the school opens its Grayslake site next 
year will Include Chicago School of 
Professional Psychology, Concordia 
University, DePaul University, Dominican 
University, Governors State University, 
Illinois State University, Kendall College, 
North Park University, Northeastern Illinois 
University, Northern Illinois University, 
Roosevelt University, Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale, Saint Xavier 
University, University of Illinois at- Chicago, 
University of Illinois at Springfield, 
University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign.

Waukegan's lakefront will not only get a good cleaning 
this coming autumn but the city will also clean up on 
property taxes if all goes well and condominiums arc built 
looking over the Waukegan harbor. 

"The clean up was going to start this summer but we 
were told the odor would be too bad so it will start in 
September," said Waukegan Mayor Richard Hyde. 

He added that a negotiated settlement has been 
reached with general Motors and North Shore Gas who 
will spend close to $27 million to clean up the lakefront 
which used to be the site of a manufactoring plant. 

"Construction should be ready to begin in the fall of 
2005 or early 2006 on the 32 acres," Hyde said. "It won't be 
die land holding up the project, but when we go out for 
renderings and planning, diat will take a while. We want 
everything built there to be quality," Hyde said. 

The mayor added that the condos will help the city's 
tax base. 

Wuakegan bought the land, which used to be owned 
by die Outboard Marine Corporation in 2002 for $ 100,000. 

The contaminated soil (which contains naphthalene 
and arsenic) will be hauled away in trucks to landfills and 
the site will meet all Environmental Protection Agency 
standards before construction begins in September. 

The cleaning up of the lakefront is part of a citywide 
project trying to improve the image of downtown 
Waukegan which includes a $24 million renovation of die

CLC backs dental program's future

the College of Lake County Board of 
Trustees formally gave their support to the 
continuation of the dental hygiene program 
into the 2005 school yean though the board 
took no formal vote on the matter. 

As a part of the proposed plan for develop- 
ing the dental program, Carole Bulakowski, 
assistant vice president for educational affairs, 
presented three different expansion options to 
the board. The board expressed their support 
for a plan that would add on to the B wing of 
the Grayslake campus and cost the school an 
estimated $1,560,530. 

Due to all the community input on the 
debate, the trustees felt it best to publicly state 
their decision on the matter. Though the board 
did select the most cost efficient of the propos- 
als, the cost still does not include the hiring of 
faculty. 

The cost seemed very beneficial to trustee 
Tom Schwartz who said not having to con- 
struct a new building in conjunction with the 
support heard from the community made the 
decision easier. 



Another benefit that was announced to the 
board came from the Chicago Dental Society, 
which will offer the school a grant of $135,000. 
The school will use the grant to help equip the 
new facility once it Is finished and students are 
enrolled. Representatives from the Chicago 
Dental Society were In attendance to present the 
grant and further express the need for part-time 
and full-time dentists in the area, and express 
their opinions on the benefits of such a facility to 
the dental hygiene field in the Lake County area. 

The recommendation to the board to con- 
tinue die dental program didn't just come 
from community and staff. In a survey of Lake 
and McHenry County dentists taken by 
Bulakowski, a substantial need for dental 
hygienists was evident. 

That support was echoed when viewing 
the success of those to already graduate from 
the clinic. Many of those who recently gradu- 
ated have already found dieir way into the pro- 
fessional field further showing the need for 
professional dental hygienists in the greater 
Chicagoland area. 

The proposal was supported without dis- 
sent citing that giving students the opportuni- 
ty to have careers was most important. 



Flooded houses could be bought by County

Just as some municipalities have bought 
houses that repeatedly flooded from home- 
owners, Lake County could soon be in a 
position to do the same for some of its resi- 
dents if it receives $2.3 million from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency

ago," said Ward Miller, executive director of 
the Lake County Stormwater Management 
Commission. "FEMA had some unused 
money returned to them so they did a one- 
time national competition for grant applica- 
tions and it looks like we arc the only one from 
Illinois to apply. We are keeping our Angers

Miller said the money could be used to buy 



houses that repeatedly flood from homeown- 
ers. 

"We have homes that repeatedly flood 
diroughout the county. Some are in Gurnec 
and some in the northwest part of the county, 
It's all done with willing sellers and willing 
buyers. An appraiser does a pre- damage 
appraisal and the homeowner Is offered a fair 
market value price," Miller said. 

Miller added that the recent flood in 
Gumee was not as bad as it could have been. 

"A lot of people talk about a 100 year flood 
on a regular basis. The flood in Gumee was 
only a ten-year flood. Bigger floods arc defi- 
nitely possible and one of these days we are 
going to get a 100-year flood," Miller said. 

He added that with the Fox River and the

Help for floods 
coining this way 

North Libertyville Estates, always lambasted when the 
DesPlaines River went on a rampage, came through the 
Flood of '04 in relatively good shape because of a system of 
levees completed in 1997. 

Levee work in the vicinity of the Rtc. 137 bridge was part of an Army 
Corps of Engineers response to public outcry for help following the 
devastating Flood of 1986 that caused millions of dollars of havoc in 
northeastern Illinois. The Army Corps project constituted about 25 per- 
cent of Phase I completed for the DesPlaines basin in 1999, then 
regarded as "taking too long to do and not doing enough." 

Obviously, the soggy citizens of Gurncc have no disagreement with 
that assessment. Their clean-up efforts no doubt arc being accompa- 
nied by plaintive wonderment over what ever happened to the rest of 
Phase I, a massive response that covered flooding in Kenosha County 
and Cook County as well as destruction in Lake County. 

The Phase I Dcs Plaines response included construction of 
upstream storage besides levee building to protect North Libertyville 
Estates. It may be difficult to prove, but some of the upstream work in 
the vicinity of the statellne without question served to mitigate end-of- 
May damage in the Gurnee area. It is a truism of flood control and 
stormwatcr management that it always takes a disaster to put corrective 
measures in motion. 

DesPlaines River residents impacted by flooding should know that 
help is on the way. Ward Miller, director of the Lake County 
Stormwater Management Agency (SMA) predicted that "lots of money 
is coming to Lake County" because the county is well-positioned to 
obtain, federal relief funds, In 2000, Congress passed the Disaster 
Mitigation Law, an edict requiring that local Jurisdictions must have . 
mitigation plans in place to obtain U,S. dollars. That's exactly the busi- 
ness that SMA is in— helping citizens and local governments design 
mitigation plans— and why Miller can predict with certainty that help, 
indeed, is on the way. 

We've heard plenty of grousing during the flood period about the 
unnerving frequency of "100-year floods.".Hydrologists and ccologists 
use the 100-year standard, technically a one percent probability of flood 
levels being reached, as a textbook benchmark. Mother Nature obvi- 
ously doesn't pay attention to man-made benchmarks. Those same 
experts look on what has just happened in the DesPlaines basin as "an 
event." 

While there was widespread flood damage along the DesPlaines, 
there were high water problems in the Chain O'Lakcs area around Fox 
Lake connected with the Fox River. Officials along the Fox would do 
well to make sure mat mitigation plans arc in place to qualify for U.S. 
help. Because of different rainfall conditions, the Fox wasn't impacted 
as heavily as the DcsPlalncs this year. 

That's what makes flood control so maddening— and fascinating. 
There are different circumstances with every incidence of flooding. 
Remember die operative word. "Mitigation.'* Man hasn't yet devised 
ways to eliminating flooding.

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Exercise flood caution 

Thank you for the coverage on the 
recent floods. The data offered on flood 
stages at Gumec invited some basic flood 
frequency and recurrence analysis. Attached 
is the resulting chart from which it can be 
deduced that the 10-foot stage is to be 
expected, or exceeded, once every 10 years. 
Fair warning to those In the low-lying areas. 
There are subjective factors in this formula- 
tion but it will generally pass muster with 
liydrologists. 

I can understand Individuals buying 
homes, on a dry summer day without 



thought to flooding; but that institutional 
construction, such as of a school, should be 
so low that it is guaranteed periodic flooding 
is not defensible. If the location is appropri- 
ate to their needs, then the first floor must 
be at least at the 12-foot gauge level {60-year 
level). Such prudence is displayed in other 
flood zones with the structures placed on 
pilings, or fill, such was the case in 
Sacramento, Calif., long before the protec- 
tive levees were constructed. City streets and 
all new houses were built some 8 feet above

How you can help lakes stay safe in summer 



Summertime is quickly 
approaching, a time when thousands 
of Lake County residents utilize some 
of the County's most precious 
resources: our lakes. The Lake 
County Health Department/ 
Community Health Center offers the 
following advice to Lake County resi- 
dents on how to help maintain and 
protect the water quality of our coun- 
ty's more than 200 in-land lakes, as 
welt as Lake Michigan: 

Before you fertilize, have your 
soil tested to determine if you need to 
add any nutrients to your lawn. 
Generally, only new lawns need 
phosphorous to promote and estab- 
lish root growth. If a lawn care com- 
pany applies fertilizer to your lawn, 
ask them to do a soil test and to use 
fertilizer with low or no phospho- 
rous. 

Do not fertilize near the lake. 
Create at least a 10 to 50-foot buffer 



of native plants on the shoreline to 
Alter the runoff and help stabilize the 
shoreline. 

Make sure to use phosphorus- 
free car wash soap and other clean- 
ers. 

Do not bum lawn waste near the 
lake. The ashes will travel Into the 
lake. The best method forlawn waste 
disposal is to compost the material or 
bum away from the lake in a con- 
tained barrel. 

Make sure to read labels and fol- 
low directions on all insecticides and 
herbicides. Some of these products 
can kill fish. 

Do not modify the lake. Plants 
and tree deadfall can be nesting and 
resting habitats for animals and can 
create a safe haven from predators. 
Only modify the lake to accomplish a 
goal such as to dock and store a boat 
and install the smallest pier required. 

Make sure septic systems and 



sump pumps are checked regularly. 
Septic systems need to be checked 
and pumped at least every two years. 
They should also operate property 
and be maintained. Sump pumps 
are for ground water only. They 
should not be receiving water from 
washing machines or other house- 
hold appliances. Water from the' 
sump pumps should be directed into 
an infiltration pit instead of directly 
to the lake so any pollutants can be 
absorbed by the soil. 

The Health Department's 
Lakes Management Unit con- 
ducts extensive water quality, 
shoreline, and plant surveys of 
lakes to determine their ecologi- 
cal condition. Staff also provides 
technical assistance on lake pro- 
tection and rehabilitation to lake 
associations, municipalities and 
townships. For more informa-

Looby was the only area athlete to place at 
the Class AA meet at Eastern Illinois 
University. Teammate Jim Larson was 17th in 
the shot put. 

The Corsairs were able to win the ESCC, 
for the fourth straight year. Halford said he 
hopes his team may contend again next year. 

Although nobody made it to the finals in 
dielr respective events, the bar was raised for 
both Grayslake and Antioch Community High 
Schools. 

Grayslake Bob Applchans was a force in 
the throwing events all season long. 

"He was focused on his goals and what he 
wanted to do right from the beginning of die 





season," said Rams first-year head coach 
Drcnt Pitt. 

"He got much stronger In the off-season 
and just had the determination to get better. 
He is a leader by example." 

Throughout the course of this spring 
Applehans tore It up In both the discus and 
shot put, medalling in both in most of 
Grayslake's competitions. 

At sectionals, Applehans, a two-time All- 
Fox Valley winner, broke his own school 
record in the discus, tossing a 15B-fcct even. 

Applehans also broke a 46-year-old school 
record with his throw of 53-fcct, 1-inch at the 
Fox Valley Meet, shattering the old mark (51- 
0). 

At state, he finished 16th out of diree 
flights competing. Unfortunately, only the 
top-12 made it to the finals. Applehans' best 
toss at state was 156 feet, 1 1 Inches. 

"Bob threw well and his attitude was great 
down there," Pitt said. 

As for Antioch, It's been awhile since three 
individuals have made the trip to the state 
meet. 

Two-time state qualifier Andy Napier gave 
It all he had in this, his senior campaign. 

Napier came within a second of making it 
to die finals of the 1,600-meter run after clock- 
ing in with a 4:24.72. Competing in one of 
three heats, Napier wound up 16th out of 
approximately 43 runners. The last time qual- 
ifying for the top-12 was 4:23.20. 

"Andy had his work cut out for him," said 
Antioch head coach Norm Hahn. "There were 
a lot of good runners in die 1,600. It was tough, 
A lot of them were under 4:20." 

This fall, Napier will showcase his talents 
when he walks on at the University of Iowa. 
Hahn said Iowa was really Interested in 
Napier and that he could possibly work his 
way into a scholarship. 

Napier's running mate, senior Jim 
Beatty, also competed well downstate but 
also ran into some stiff competition. 

Also a two-time state qualifier, Beatty 
posted a 9:54 running in the first of his two 
heats. 

Hahn said Bcatty's time was good 
enough for a top-5 finish out of the two heats 



but no quite good enough for the final-12. 

"Again, there were some excellent run- 
ners in the long distance events," Hahn said. 
"Jim knew it would be tough. He and Andy 
were both a little disappointed because 
they knew they had good shots at getting 
to the finals. Bgt that just shows you the 
quality of runners they were competing 
against." 

Come this fall, Beatty will head down 
to central Illinois and Augustana College, 
where he'll compete for the Vikings track 
and field team. 

Senior Olcg Sokolov was the Sequoits' 
third state qualifier. Sokolov, who trans- 
ferred to ACHS last year after spending 
his first two at Nlles North High School, 
came into his own this spring, 

"He really developed nicely after his 
injuries last year," Hahn said. "He battled 
shin problems from having to plant and 
twist one foot right before the jump;" 

Sokolov indeed was a pleasant sur- 
prise seeing that he only jumped 5-6 his 
sophomore year. 

At the state meet, he also just missed 
the finals after leaping 6-2 in the prelims. 
That put him fourth in his flight and 17th 
overall out of 37 jumpers. Six-foot, 3- 
Inches earned a trip to the finals. 

"He was right there," Hahn said. "He 
had never jumped over 6-1 before this 
year. He was a little disappointed 
because he also came so close to making 
it (to the finals)." 

As for Sokolov, he will attend Lake 
Forest College next year. LFC currently 
does not have a track and field program 
but there has been talk of starting one in 
the near future. 

Hahn was quick to sing the praises of 
his three seniors, not only on the. track 
but in the classroom as well. 

"I'm sorry to see these three go," the 
coach said. "All three were All- 
Conference and Academic All- 
Conference this year. They're all honor 
students and good leaders. Jim and Andy 
were two of our captains this season. V-

Fear artd loathing, and a bit of 
family obligation, keep Harry Potter 
in the confines of the home he lives 
in with his Uncle Vernon Dursley, 
Aunt Petunia and bratty cousin 
Dudley, The Dursleys fear Harry, he 
loathes them and the feeling is 
mutual. But when Aunt Marge 
(Pam Ferris), a guest at the dinner 
table, continues to insult Harry by 
saying mean things about his 
deceased parents, Harry loses 
his temper. He zaps her with 
an unauthorized and venge- 
ful use of magic, and then 
decides to run away 
rather than make 
amends with his family. 
As Harry sits on the curb, 
pondering his next move,

Steven 
Spielberg, who was the initial 
choice as director for the first Harry 
Potter film said, "That first story 
didn't touch me creatively. Now, 
the third Harry Potter book.. .it's 
pure genius! Much darker, more 
esoteric and interesting to me per- 
sonally... If they'd offered me that," 
I'd have said yes...." 

Harry shares the darker 
moments on-screen with Sirius 
Black, uncovering some family 
secrets, and with the new Defense 
Against the Dark Arts professor 
(David Thewlis), who has more than 
a nodding acquaintance with things 
that go bump in the night.

Riding mowers' have 
many safety features for the operator but are not built for passengers or for towing chil- 
dren in carts or trailers. 

• Children should not be permitted to play on or around the mower when it is In use 
or in storage.

• Turn off the mower if children do enter the work area, and store the ignition key 
away from a parked mower when not in use. 

• Clear the mowing area of any objects such as twigs, stones and toys that could be 
picked up and thrown by lawn mower blades. 

• Always look down and behind for children before and while backing up. 

• Do not allow a child to operate a riding mower, or any type of outdoor power equip- 
ment. 

Only allow responsible adults who are familiar with the instructions to operate a rid- 
ing mower. 

If necessary, hire a babysitter for an hour or two while you're doing your yard work. 
Babysitters can be a cost effective way to help you prevent injuries.

Birds who feed 
on the ground beneath feeders are especially at risk. The best diing is to clean your feeders and 
the areas underneath diem regularly— at least once a season, although once a mondt Is ideal. 
Rubber gloves should always be used when handling and cleaning dirty feeders. 

Tube feeders can be soaked in a bucket of hot water and a 10 percent bleach soludon, and 
then brushed clean and dried before refilling. Wooden feeders should be scrubbed widi a soap 
and water mixture, then allowed to dry for at least half a day, or until they are completely free of 
any residual moisjure, which will promptly spoil any new food added to diem. 

Nectar feeders require even more frequent maintenance— daily In most cases — because 
sugar solutions ferment quickly in hot wcaUier. Scrub diese feeders thoroughly widi a bottle 
brush before refilling with a four parts boiled water to one part white/granulated sugar solution 
or a commercially prepared nectar. 

Another tip for keeping food in prime, unspoiled condition is to store It in a scaled contain- 
er in a dry area. This is especially Important for mixes Uiat contain sunflower seeds, because 
insect eggs are often deposited on the sunflower when it's growing in die field and can hatch 
months later. 

Water in bird baUis should also be changed daily to prevent algae growth and hatching of 
mosquito larvae. As a further enticement, consider adding a dripper or mister, which will create 
movement on the water's surface and attract more Interest.
